We do not know any 
coliectors who would be interested. " Hearly all of the 
ancient coins, such as Athenian and other Greek coins, 
are in too poor condition to be attractive to most 
collectors; Homan coins are never remarkable, and 
there is very little demand for early Russian Goins 
in this country.
